Are We Selling Books or 
Authors? 


A Consideration of the Publicity Used to Promote a Book 


Dorothea Lawrance Mann 


S the day coming when an author is 
going to find it necessary to prove an 
extensive fan mail—as the screen hero 
must—in order to secure a favorable con- 
tract? ‘There is much in present day pub- 
licity methods to bid one ponder. It is 
abundantly clear that publicity methods 
have changed very greatly in the last ten 
or fifteen years. The public can scarcely 
be ignorant of a concerted tendency to 
interest them not merely in books but in 
authors as well. The present day author 
must embark on his career with the realiza- 
tion that the greater his success the more 
completely he has left privacy and reticence 
behind him. He, as well as his book, be- 
longs to the public. He has become a 
property to be exploited like any other 
negotiable property. According to his 
value he will be bid for and in order that 
he himself may profit to the largest extent 
he usually finds it wise to secure an agent 
who can handle these matters with less 
self-consciousness. There is the same ele- 
ment of risk about him, however, that there 
is about mining properties, for no expert 
can predict surely from his past products 
Wiat his future products will be. Present 
publicity methods are all aimed to insure 
that the public shares this risk, for their 
‘itention is to build up such an interest in 
the author that it will hold over from book 


to book—will even hold over thru poor 
books, 





Many “publicity men’—tho some of 
them are women—admit frankly that their 
intention is to sell the author to the pub- 
lic. “‘How else,” one of them asked, “can 
we prepare for the sale of his future 
books ?” 

It is not so simple a matter as it sounds, 
however, for you are building up an in- 
terest in one thing in order to sell an- 
other—since an author and his books are 
not inseparable. ‘There is not even the 
connection which exists between the actor 
and his product. Actually you can enjoy 
a book thoroly—any one can enjoy it 
thoroly—without knowing a thing about 
the author. Occasionally you will enjoy 
it more if you do not know! Certainly 
there are examples—like Ethel M. Dell— 
where an author has refused to allow any 
pictures or publicity—and where the sale 
of books could not be said to have suffered. 

The main question is one of results. It 
is frequently put before an author at the 
present time that he must do this or that 
to help the sale of his books. If it is actu- 
ally true that an author must shake hands 
with large numbers of persons, must ex- 
hibit himself in bookstores, must be able to 

show so many lines of print about himself 
and his family in order to have his books 


sell, that is one thing. | 
Here, however, as in other methods of 


publicity it is always permissible to consider 
the objections, Familiarity can breed con- 
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tempt, and the newspapers can play up 
almost any public figure till the readers are 
heartily sick of them. ‘The public is inter- 
ested in authors, but a good deal of that 
interest lies in the fact that the author is 
a man apart from themselves, and they 
want to know what he is like and how he 
can produce a book. When a single Sun- 
day newspaper sometimes has three or four 
feature stories about authors, and when as 
often happens those stories are rather banal, 
the question of whether the sale of books is 
furthered is a pertinent one. 


The public is interested in meeting actors 
so long as it is a rarity. Offer to let them 
stay behind a performance each week and 
they become as irked as the actors. ‘There 
are a certain, very few, authors whose do- 
ings are always interesting to them, just as 
anything about the Prince of Wales or 
Lindbergh is interesting, but it is pure 
hokum to suggest that all authors are 
always interesting, or that—to be very con- 
servative—one-half the things printed about 
them in any way influence people to read 
their books. There is quite a little in mod- 
ern advertising which is almost Victorian 
in its tendency to conceal facts. When you 
begin to read a full page about the climate 
of California it is frequently not until the 
very end that you discover whether oranges 
or prunes or a vacation trip is being sug- 
gested to you. There seems to be a theory, 
and many authors share it, too, that if they 
can only be kept in the public eye, they are 
on the way to become best sellers. Un- 
questionably there are authors whose pub- 
lic appearances and whose interviews do 
sell their books, but I think that, carefully 
analyzed, this would yield the fact that 
they are men and women who understand 
how to keep their eyes on the ball. They 
do not tire you with their product but they 
understand exactly how to whet your 
interest in it. 

At the present time authors have ceased 
to be a rarity. There are few persons who 
have not seen them, or talked with them, 
or at least had opportunities to buy books 
which would be autographed by them, 
while there have been pictures and news 
stories galore. ‘The result is that the op- 
posite of what is intended has become fact. 
Again and again I have discovered it to be 
true that persons will not exhibit inturest 
in the author unless they first know his 
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book. In other words it is the book which 
interests them in the author not the author 
in the book. 


Generally speaking I have discovered 
that booksellers and publishers divide in this 
matter fairly largely according to age and 
experience. ‘The younger ones, especially 
the very young ones, believe firmly that jf 
the public can see and hear authors they 
will buy their books. ‘lhe older ones are 
frankly sceptical of the waste effort in- 
volved in this plan. 


“I have seen one new bookstore after 
another go thru the experiment,” one book- 
seller told me. ““IThey have one or two 
successes and they are jubilant. Then they 
come an awful cropper, and they give up 
their authors’ readings or their bookstore 
appearances.” 


The real trouble I gathered from an- 
other bookseller was that you could not 
directly translate public curiosity into book 
sales. Much of that must be left to the 
author. Sometimes he does it and some- 
times he fails utterly. It is possible to see 
Louis Bromfield lecture and see a pile of 
books sold and autographed at the close of 
the lecture. It is equally possible to see a 
man, or woman, remain an hour in a book- 
store ready to autograph any of his books 
which are purchased and not see a sale 
made while he is there. So far as bookstore 
appearances are concerned, an older book- 
seller pointed out that when a writer ap- 
pears in one bookstore in a city to autograph 
his books, potentially at least he draws pur- 
chasers of his books from other bookstores 
and those other bookstores are less likely 
to exhibit a desire to push his books. I[n- 
cidentally when his books are sold at a hall 
where he lectures, many bookstore sales are 
lost. 

Unquestionably there are authors whose 
desire to sell themselves hurts their books. 
They invade the bookstores to discover the 
attention paid their books. Occasionally, 
like the traditional ostrich, they call for 
their own books, believing they will not be 
recognized tho their pictures have appeared 
in many newspapers and publishers’ cata- 
logs. Others reveal their identity in taking 
a too officious interest in how the books are 
being handled. Every once in a while an au- 
thor calls on a newspaper editor and blandly 
offers him his “photograph which you may 
like to use.” One well-known writer re- 
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marked humorously to me, “What should 
| say if I called on a bookseller or an edi- 
tor? Should I tell them I hoped they’d try 
o sell my books or I hoped they’d review 
chem favorably, or just that I thought they 
might like to look at ME?” When you 
-onsider the very personal relation between 
, man and the book he evolves from the 
processes of his mind, I think most authors 
are strangely docile in the way they fol- 
low the dictates of their publishers in these 


matters. 

Every method from the using of a pho- 
tograph to the lecture or radio talk depends 
largely upon the personality of the author 
concerned. One highly successful publicity 
man confided that it would be a genuine 
boon if for once he could have a really good- 
looking author on his list! There is, how- 
ever, an even more serious circumstance 
which arises from this emphasis on building 
up an interest in the author which will 
make him a valuable property. It plays a 
large part in selling books and stories on 
the author’s name instead of on quality. 
The result is more obvious in magazines 
than in books. Far too frequently we real- 
ize that magazine stories are sold on the 
author’s name. With books it is frequently 
obvious either that a different publishing 
house has snapped up an inferior book in 
order to get a good selling author on its 
lists, or that his own publishers have been 
obliged to publish a book below his stan- 
dard rather than lose him. The very in- 
terest which they have painstakingly built 
up in the author himself has made him of 
such definite value that he feels he can 
attord to put out a book of which he at 
least should not be proud. 

_ No one doubts that the public can be 
interested in authors—if they are pre- 
sented in interesting fashion—nor that 
some writers like George Bernard Shaw 
have been magnificently successful in stir- 
ring up an interest in themselves which 
has reacted in interest in their books. The 
question is whether the intensive campaign 
of the present day to interest the public in 
authors of every age and condition is ful- 
_— its purpose. It has ceased to be a 
y-product. It is now one generally rec- 
ognized method of selling books. As soon 
‘san author has a book accepted, he is 
€xpected to furnish material about himself. 
© IS expected to continue this practice— 
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despite the fact that it would seem that 
since writing is a man-size job, he would 
have his hands full without having to 
furnish stories to keep the public interested 
in him personally. A flood of this material 
is sent out from publishing houses every 
year. There are also intensive efforts in 
many cases to bring the author in personal 
contact with his public. It is small wonder 
that many authors feel that all that is 
needed to sell their books is publicity. 
Actually how much of this material does 
fulfill its purpose? There are no figures 
which will tell how often the public read- 
ing of something about an author translates 
that interest into an impulse to read his 
book. It is, however, a subject worth con- 
sidering, and surely the question of a very 
experienced bookseller in a large book-buy- 
ing city is a pertinent one, when he asked, 
“Providing the author’s appearance does 
sell some of his books, have more books 
been sold than would have been, had this 
total amount of effort been concentrated on 
the books themselves?” 

There remains no advertisement so good 
as a genuinely good book. That seems an 
opinion on which all publishers and book- 
sellers are agreed. An author’s houses or 
travels or marriages or little dogs may in- 
cite you to read his books, but there are 
few persons who will allow themselves to 
be cheated out of reading the next book by 
the author of a book they have genuinely 
enjoyed. There never has been a more 
successful recommendation than the words 
“by the author of” a book you have really 
liked. Too frequently the author who 
claims that he needs more publicity to sell 
his books is the author whom you are 
acutely conscious is writing books which 
are inferior to his best work. Too often 
we feel that a publisher is emphasizing his 
author because the book of the moment 
does not bear emphasizing. When the 
biggest sales are in progress there seems 
little of this sort of publicity. Then the 
book is enough. Later the author is drawn 
in to whip up a flagging interest. One 
thing, however, is certain—interest in the 
author may be a palliative, but the author 
with the most pleasing personality in the 
world cannot hold interest in his books for 
long if they are deteriorating in quality. 
That is asking a little bit too much of 


publicity !

buildings in New York. One is becoming 
accustomed to walk into a living room, or 
business office, decorated in bright colors, 
without hearing: “How bizarre!” or “But 
are you always in the mood for blue and 
yellow?” 

On the fifth floor at 20 East 57th Street 
are offices in blue and yellow and brown 
and sand and gold and red, and every day 
the work of two organizations is performed 


with the usual (if not accelerated) business 
procedure. These are the offices of The 
Modern Library, Inc. and Random House, 
Inc., two organizations that serve two op- 
posite interests: the utilitarian and the 
aesthetic, and together show that there can 
be a common ideal of perfection for both. 
The Modern Library is that famous pocket 
series of books selling for 95c. a copy, re- 
prints of books many of which have never 
been available for less than from two to 
ten dollars a copy. Random House, Ine. is 
devoted to the creation and distribution of 
fine limited editions, having the exclusive 
agency in America for the Nonesuch Press 
and the Golden Cockerel Press of England; 
in America their associates are the Pynson 
Printers, the Grabhorn Press, Crosby 
Gaige and William Edwin Rudge. 

One can visit the magnificent offices of 
this organization to look at a 95c. book or 
a $75 book. 

The visit begins with a five-story trip 
on the elevator which transports you at 
once, at the opening of the elevator doors, 
to a breath-taking spectacle. You step off 
the elevator into an ante-room of sandcolor 
walls, and brickred ceiling with gold 
borders. If one is fortunate in being in- 
vited into the reception rooms, there are 
two rooms decorated in ivory-color and 
brown, with sea-blue-green ceilings, illu- 
minated by concealed lights. A table, inset 
in the wall, and chest below, built-in dis- 
play cases, and a few, large, comfortable 
chairs and divans are the only furniture. 
There are Rockwell Kent wood-cuts, 
framed appropriately, on the walls of the 
inner reception room. The private offices 
are furnished with blue carpets and desks, 
and yellow walls. Open closets reveal 4 
strip of orange. 

The plans for these offices began with 
the organization of Random House !9 
January, 1927. 20 East 57th Street was

a new, unoccupied building, and the bare 
floor plan lent itself to a special design for 
dividing the offices. One distinctly new 
feature of the design was to construct 
hanging ceilings, in order to hide the 
Sprinkler system of pipes that lined the 
wall. The effect of these hanging ceilings 
has been to create interesting nooks and 
alcoves of the corners of the rooms, and an 
intimacy, recessary for the warm quality 
of the color scheme, that the usual high 
ceilings in office buildings make impossible 
to achieve. The plans for the offices were 
conceived and executed by Lucien Bern- 


hard, famous German decorator, and de- 
signer of some of the finest posters to be 
seen in New York. 

There is a distinct spirit of youth pervad- 
ing the offices of these young and enter- 
prising publishers. Bennett A. Cerf and 
Donald S. Klopfer are the principals of 
both the Modern Library and Random 
House, and Elmer Adler of Pynson Print- 
ers is Vice-President of Random House and 
supervises the manufacture of its books. 

Booksellers are always guests at Random 
House, where they are invited to see 
beautiful books and a beautiful setting.

The Guild Agreement 


HE Publishers’ Weekly prints in 

this number a letter written by 

the Literary Guild of America to 
the American Booksellers’ Association in 
which the Guild agrees to change its ad- 
vertising program in order to attempt to 
meet the criticisms of booksellers and pub- 
lishers. This revision of program is the 
result of the series of discussions conducted 
thru the past month after a letter from 
the Guild to President Kidd of the A. B. 
A. had suggested that one more effort be 
made to eliminate friction in the book-trade. 

The real issues of the controversy, as the 
Publishers’ Weekly has constantly kept to 
the front in its comment, have been two: 
Shall a new entrant into the field of book- 
selling build its sales argument on the dis- 
paragement of the other methods of dis- 
tribution? Will an emphasis on price 
levels of books undermine the net price 
method of book publishing, a method which 
has been the foundation of the bookselling 
expansion of recent years? 

The Guild now agrees that it will “‘not 
make, in any of its advertising, disparaging 
references to the existing book distributing 
agencies.” 

On the matter of price the Guild “will 
emphasize the fact that it is not selling 
single books, and that any economy effected 
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is only possible on a subscription.” “There 
will be no direct comparisons made to tt 
price of individual books.” 

As to the performance of these tyo 
promises “the Guild believes that the ob. 
servance of the spirit of this document js 
of prime importance” and “if at any time 
in the opinion of the Board of Trade of 
the A. B. A., the Guild advertising or cir- 
cularization should be considered contrary 
to the spirit of this agreement” there wil! 
follow conference and arbitration. There 
is still another clause that all subsequent 
Guild contracts for books will give the pub- 
lishers the right to cancel if the Guild does 
not abide by the decisions of conference and 
arbitration. 

The Guild will accept subscriptions thru 
bookstores and give credit for renewals. 

This letter and its acknowledgment by 
the Board of Trade ends the controversy 
between these two groups and it is believed 
by the negotiators that the “‘result comes 
from a genuine desire of all who served 
on the committee to find a fair and work- 
able formula.” 

Representatives of the publishers were 
present at the first conferences but the final 
discussions were between the Guild and the 
booksellers only. 

Mr. Guinzberg, president of the Guild, 
has sailed for Europe, where Mr. Van 
Doren, the chief editorial advisor, is al- 
ready sojourning.

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Book Clubs in England 


HE Catholic Book-a-Month Club has 

started in England. It begins by 

asking the public to notice how ridicu- 
lous are the prices asked by bookstores 
for their output. “Sheed & Ward now 
offer 7s. 6d. books for 2s. 6d., to those who 
join” reads the advertising. ‘Members 
of the club pay 30s. a year plus 6s, postage, 
1. €., 6d. postage per book. These will be 
real 7s. 6d. books, selling for that price in 
the ordinary shops. Thus members of the 
club will for their 30s. subscription get 
£4 10s. worth of books.” The Publishers’ 
Circular in London, the English book- 
trade paper, in commenting on this new 
enterprise, says: “‘In our opinion this sort 
of thing is likely to do incalculable harm 
to the booktrade and demands immediate 
action. We regret that any firm of pub- 
lishers should broadcast the statement that 
books are too dear for the ordinary man 
to buy.” 


Retail Trade in May 
ETAIL trade in May was larger 


than in the corresponding month of 

last year, according to preliminary 
reports to the Federal reserve system by 
department stores, mail order houses and 
chain stores. Sales of 525 department 
stores were 4 per cent larger and sales of 
five-and-ten cent chain stores and of mail 
order houses were larger, respectively, by 
13 per cent and 19 per cent. The increase 
over last year reflects in part the fact that 
May of this year contained one more busi- 
ness day; average daily sales of department 
stores were about the same as in May of 
1927, while those of mail order houses 
and chain stores were larger. 

Sales of department stores were larger 
than in May of last year at 334 of the total 
525 reporting firms and increases were in- 
dicated by stores in all Federal reserve 
districts. 

In the New York, and Chicago, and 
Minneapolis districts, reported increases 
amounted to more than 5 per cent and 
were larger than in any of the other dis- 
tricts. ‘The smallest increases, as compared 
with a year ago, were in the Boston and 
Philadelphia districts, where sales were 
from one to 1.5 per cent larger than in

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The Literary Guild Agreement 


June 6, 1928. 
The Board of Trade, 
The American Booksellers’ Association, 
Ninth Street and University Place, 
New York City. 
Gentlemen: 

The Literary Guild of America pre- 
sents you herewith a brief statement of its 
understanding of the agreement arrived at 
recently with the special sub-committee ap- 
pointed by your Association. 

The Guild believes that these provisions 
are the result of a genuine desire of all 
who served on that committee to find a 
fair and workable formula so that there 
can be a complete cooperation of all of the 
units of the booktrade. ‘The Guild is wil- 
ling to make these sacrifices in order to 
effect a compromise with the booktrade and 
obtain their cooperation, an end which will 
be beneficial to all. 

With this in mind the Literary Guild 
promises to make all of the changes detailed 
below in order to make certain that the re- 
tail booktrade will not be harmed directly 
or indirectly. ‘The retail trade in turn 
realizes that in order to continue in busi- 
ness the Guild must be able to tell the 
public what it is selling, and it is not the 
object of this understanding to prevent the 
Guild from using any reasonable sales ar- 
gument. 

It is the intention of the Literary Guild 
to word all of its sales copy in such a way 
as to pursue its own ends with the mini- 
mum friction with other established sales 
agencies. The Guild believes that the ob- 
servance of the spirit of this document is 
of prime importance and that some details 
will have to be discussed later, but speci- 
fically, and as evidence of its intention, the 
Guild agrees to the following: 

(1) The Guild will not in any of its 
advertising make disparaging references to 
the existing book distributing agencies. 

(2) There will be no half price refer- 
ences in any Guild advertising. 

(3) There will be no direct comparisons 
to the price of any individual books. 


(4) The Guild will emphasize the fact 


that it is not selling single books, and that 
any economy effected thru the Guild 
method is only possible on a subscription, 


(5) The Guild will run a statement jy 
all of its advertising to the effect that sub- 
scriptions may be placed thru bookstores. 

(6) The Guild will pay 25% on all 
new annual subscriptions received from 
booksellers and 2114% on all renewals 
therefor as long as the subscriber remains 
a member of the Guild and the bookseller 
an authorized agent, whether such renew- 
als come in thru the booksellers or directly 


to the Guild. 


The general principles set forth here on 
the subject of Guild advertising shall also 
include all circular material, but it is un- 
derstood that the Guild will be allowed 
more latitude in its mail material than in 
its display advertising, since the intention 
is primarily to avoid any misleading im- 
pression which might be obtained from 
headlines or captions or excerpts. 


If at any time in the opinion of the 
Board of Trade of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association the Guild advertising 
or circularization should be considered 
contrary to the spirit of this agreement, the 
booksellers shall be free to call the matter 
to the attention of the Guild, and in the 
case of a disagreement the matter shall be 
decided by a committee consisting of one 
representative of the Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion, one representative of the Guild, and a 
publisher chosen by those two; or in the 
event of their failure to agree on a pub- 
lisher, the American Arbitration Associa- 
tion shall be requested to name three mem- 
bers, one of whom shall be an advertising 
man, one a retailer, and one a wholesaler 
or manufacturer. 


The Guild agrees that in the future 't 
will write into all of its contracts made 
with publishers a clause giving the pub- 
lisher the right, in the event that the Guild 
shall fail to abide by the decision ot the 
Arbitration Committee agreed upon above, 
to cancel its contract with the Guild tor 
forthcoming books, not already in course 
of manufacture, refunding to the Guild,

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of course, any payments theretofore re- 
ved on account thereof. 
If it is agreed that these provisions re- 
neat the specifications’ arrived at by the 
<ub-committee and that they are accept- 
able to the booksellers represented by the 
Board of Trade, the Guild will at once 
consider them operative and will change 
all of its material, in conflict with the terms 
this letter, as rapidly as it can possibly

A Printing Plant of 186 Presses 


ESTIFYING before the House 
"T consalua on Appropriation, Public 
Printer George H. Carter gave some 
interesting data about “the largest book and 
job printing plant in the world.” He said: 
“The Government Printing Office has 
4,086 employees and houses 1,325 machines. 
In the printing division are 148 linotypes, 
one intertype and two Ludlow machines; 
100 monotype keyboards and 129 monotype 
casting machines. The 129 monotype cast- 
ing machines have been completely re- 
equipped with electrically heated pots and 
electric control boards. All the linotypes 
have been equipped with automatic metal 
teeders. There are 1280 persons employed 
in the printing division. Type set during 
the year, would make about 580,000 
columns of an ordinary daily newspaper. 
“The equipment includes 186 presses, 310 
folding and binding machines; 12,000,000 
square inches of printing plates are made 
yearly. A new case-making machine, turns 
out 12,000 cloth book covers daily, as com- 
pared with 2,500 covers produced by the 
old-type machines. 
_ “The purchase requirements in one year 
include 43,000,000 pounds of paper, 12,- 
000,000 yards of wire, 3,000,000 containers 
‘or postal cards, 60,000 pounds of glue, 





200,000 yards of binding cloth, 22,000,000 
square inches of gold leaf and other stamp- 
ing materials, 28,000,000 yards of sewing 
thread, 100,000 square feet of leather, 13,- 
000,000 feet of monotype keyboard paper, 
148,000 pounds of ink, and 3,500 rollers, 
the last made on the premises. 

“The cost of the Congressional Record 
last year was $551,000 and its cost for the 
Sixty-ninth Congress, embracing both ses- 
sions—was $715,000. The cost of printed 
hearings, a growing expenditure by Con- 
gress, was approximately $285,000 last 
year. The Government Printing Office 
has done more work for Congress during 
the last year, particularly in the last session, 
than for any short session in history. 

“The Postoffice Department is the larg- 
est customer of the Government Printing 
Office. Business with the Post Office De- 
partment amounts to about $2,500,000 a 
year and with Congress it is $2,250,000. 
The next largest customer is the Patent 
Office, whose payments run over $1,000,- 
000 a year, for printing the patent specifi- 
cations and the Patent Office Gazette. We 
have 42 typesetting machines at work eight 
hours a day setting up the copy for the 
patent specifications and the Gazette, but 
we print only 104 copies of each.

The editor of 
the Publishers’ 
Weekly (in the 
issue of last week 
on page 2376) 
sums up a set of 
very interesting 
facts with what 
might be termed a reason for trade coopera- 
tion in the effort to produce a national 
campaign that will “‘sell” BookShopping. 
The facts, elicited from the paper of 
Charles H. Compton of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Library, may be summarized in the 
statement that you can interest almost 
everyone (type, kind, manner or condition 
of servitude do not act as barriers) in good 
books. The conclusion drawn is noted 
above. Bookshop doors must be held in- 
vitingly open. If these people can be inter- 
ested in books to read, they can be inter- 
ested in books to own. 

In the same editorial there is a note of 
warning. “Possibly the plate glass fronts 
of our handsomer stores may be found for- 
bidding to some people.” Once again we 
find ourselves in accord with the editor. 

There is, however, a greater barrier, one 
that has held back progress in every field, 
and is particularly threatening to business. 
It is ignorance, or, to be more polite, lack 
of knowledge. In these days when we ac- 
cept loose definitions we say that we must 
“educate” people to offset that lack. Or, 
in the parlance of Big-Business, we must 
“sell” them an idea. It really doesn’t 
make any difference what we call it, there 
must be a consistent effort made to reduce 
the resistance that is caused by the lack of 
understanding. When fruit was rotting 
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Joseph Margolies 


on the ground because a market could not 
be found for it, a group of industrious and 
clear thinking people got together and 
formed a fruit growers’ association. They 
did not start telling the public over and 
over that it ought to buy more fruit. They 
started by showing how to do more things 
with fruit and painted glowing pictures of 
the pleasure of eating and drinking the 
dishes and beverages which can be made 
with fruit. That such a plan succeeded 
in selling more fruit should not surprise 
anyone. ‘The association taught the pros- 
pective purchasers what to do with its 
product, and they did it and found it good. 
That is precisely the intent of the plan 
to advertise BookShopping. Thru na- 
tional advertising it is hoped to show our 
prospective patrons how to use the book- 
shops. Of course, it may be said that peo- 
ple have already bought books and that the 
public ought to know the bookshops, but 
then people bought fruit before the fruit 
growers association got into action. Obvi- 
ously the success of the plan will not be 
measured by the amount of advertising we 
are going to do but by the good that that 
advertising will do for our members. If 
they will order enough books to get it 
started, we can soon see whether it will be 
valuable or worthless. Work on the plan 
goes forward daily. Publishers are sub- 
mitting manuscripts, booksellers are order- 
ing the monthly Book Selection and we will 
soon announce the committee that will 
work with Mr. 
Hansen and Mr. 
Margolies, the two 
members of the com- 
mittee so far select- 
ed. It is the time to 
come to the aid of 
the Association, and 
we are sure that it 
will be found that in 
cooperating in this 
work booksellers 
will as individuals 
benefit themselves.

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The House of Dutton Divides 


HE famous old firm of E. P. Dut- 
T & Company, which celebrated 

its seventy-fifth year of publishing 
activity last year, has now thru the liquida- 
‘ion of the estate of the founder, who died 
1 1923, become two separate firms giving 
to each of the successors to Mr. Dutton, 
Iohn Macrae and Henry Clapp Smith, the 
conduct of the branch of the business in 
which he was directly interested and con- 
cerned. The publishing firm will be 
known as “E. P. Dutton & Company, 
Inc.” at 300 Fourth Avenue, with John 
Macrae as President, John Macrae, Jr. 
Vice President, and Elliott Beach Macrae, 
Secretary and Treasurer. ‘The retail busi- 
ness will be known as “‘Dutton’s, Inc.” 
and will continue at the old stand at 
681 Fifth Avenue. 

Mr. Macrae, who thus becomes with 
his sons the owner and President of his 
own publishing business, came with the 
old company in 1882, a young Virginian 
come to the big city to make his way, son 
ot a Southern father and a Northern 
mother. Mr. Macrae’s father was on his 
honeymoon in the North when the war 
broke out and made his way to his native 
state to take a valiant part in the armies 
of Virginias Mr. Macrae showed in- 
stinctive talent for publishing, and on the 
death of E. C. Swayne took over the im- 
portant foreign relations of the firm, in- 
cluding the developing of the important 
arrangement with the great English firm 
of J. M. Dent & Son. He was admitted 
to the firm in 1900 and made Secretary on 
its Incorporation in 1901, soon after be- 
coming Vice President. Thru all the lat- 
ter years of Mr. Dutton’s life he was in 
full direction of the publishing program 
which was expanded to its present vigor 
and variety. His sons joined him in the 
business, and have already shown their 
talent for the publishing field. 

_ Mr. Macrae, Sr. is a conspicuous figure 
in public trade discussions, and served for 
three years as President of the National 
Association of Book Publishers as well as 
being active continuously in its important 
committees. He is a man of great tenacity 
: Purpose and fine literary enthusiasm for 
the books that he chooses, and the Dutton 





list will always have the flavor of his 
strong personality. 


Dutton’s, Inc. 
GS liove for has the inherited instinct and 


love for the book business been so 

well shown as in the career of Henry 
Clapp Smith, now the president and head 
of his own business to be known as “Dut- 
ton’s, Inc.,” dealers in new, rare books and 
bindings. His great grandfathers on both 
sides were booksellers, one in Edinburgh, 
Smith of Edinburgh and Clapp of Boston, 
and his grandfather was Charles A. Clapp, 
the first partner of E. P. Dutton who came 
to Mr. Dutton when he bought out Tick- 
nor & Fields, the Old Corner Bookstore 
in Boston, and promptly proved his genius 
in the retailing field, becoming one of the 
most distinguished booksellers that the 
country has ever had. When the firm 
moved to New York, he steadily developed 
this retail aspect of the business, and, when 
the store was equipped at Twenty-Third 
Street, it was considered one of the finest 
retail establishments in America and one 
of the fine bookstores of the world. 

Mr. Clapp died in 1901, and his son- 
in-law, John Ascher Smith, who had come 
into the business a decade earlier, became 
Vice President of the firm. Mr. Smith 
had left the field of brokerage to enter 
bookselling and promptly proved his ability 
in the field. On his death in 1906 his son, 
Henry Clapp Smith, came into the busi- 
ness and has shown all the aptitude of good 
inheritance for the profession of booksell- 
ing. He married Beatrix Buell, daughter 
of one of the editors of Century Magazine 
and co-editor of “Battles and Leaders ot 
the Civil War.” Under his direction the 
rare book side of the business has taken 
on great expansion and has occupied much 
of the first floor of the beautiful store on 
Fifth Avenue as well as the special .room 
on the second floor. The new firm of Dut- 
ton’s, Inc., has a six-year lease on the 
old location, and business will be con- 
tinued along its already well-established 
lines. In the new incorporation, Henry 
Clapp Smith is president, Drelincourt 
Martin becomes vice president and treas- 
urer, and Charles A. Burkhardt secretary.

Johnson and Horace Walpole. Housing 
Heinemann, the beautiful old building will 
carry on its long and distinguished associa- 
tion with letters.

We re- 
member what a love he had for beauty— 
beauty in Art, beauty in books; and I, for 
one, cannot but feel how delighted he 
would have been to see his device over so 
gracious and perfect a home of book pro- 
duction. Much fine work has been done 
in the shadow of the windmill, and many 
caps have been flung over it. Unlike some 
windmills that I know, it is in good repair ; 
stronger in build, and more sensitive to 
every wind than it ever was. Out of the 


fellowship born today with the Windmill 
Press still finer work will be done, and 
more caps will be flung over the windmill ;

The press has been in operation, as a 
matter of fact, in the handsome new Queen 
Anne building since the sixth of January 
but the final work on the building and 
grounds has just been completed. This 
printing house in the English countryside, 
fourteen miles from London, compares 
favorably in modernity of equipment and 
beauty of surroundings, with the Country 
Life Press. The main building extends in 
two wings around a courtyard that has been 
converted into a flower garden. In the 
center is a fountain combining the Aldus 
dolphin and anchor, the trademark of the 
Country Life Press, and the windmill de- 
signed by William Nicholson as a trade- 
mark for William Heinemann. This was 
cast in England and presented to the press 
by F. N. Doubleday. 

The main entrance is in the right wing 
where a flight of circular stairs leads from 
the entrance hall to the general offices 
above. The tall, arched windows of the 
offices look out on a woodland that has 
been left in natural forest. The central 
section is devoted to stockrooms and the 
left wing to offices and dining rooms. The 
presses are on the first floor, and the ma- 
chinery is arranged in a chain system lead- 
ing from the composing room to the ship- 
ping room. The plant is complete in itself 
with shipping facilities, its own telegraph 
and postal service and power and water.

All parties participating in this 
will be prosecuted by this company upon 
their discovery, 

At first glance the facsimile seems a 
good one, but an examination shows that 
the copies altho calling for a signature, 
‘emain unsigned. ‘The paper is different, 
and the color of the paper binding is differ- 
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ent in shade. Any printer, bookseller, or 
agent who participates in manufacturing, 
buying, selling, or in any way distributing 
this pirated edition, will be subject to prose- 
cution, 

It is rumored that other important and 
scarce limited editions will be imitated. 
Booksellers are warned to examine such 
books most carefully, and to consult with 
the original publishers when in doubt. 

Because of this piracy of “Painted 
Veils,” Boni and Liveright, in justice to 
the Estate of James Huneker, are com- 
pelled to reissue this work in an un- 
abridged form. An edition of 2250 copies 
at $5 net will be issued shortly; the book 
will be bound in decorated boards, and will 
contain the original text complete.

Robinson Crusoe 


[’ there is anything in a name, Thomas 
Stradling was probably bowlegged. 
And as a man’s trade inevitably puts 
some mark upon him, Thomas Stradling 
Was certainly bowlegged. He was a sailor 
4 captain, no less, at the instant of his 
sudden propulsion into history—but sea- 
leggedness is no respecter of rank. This 
as In 1704, when virtually no ocean liner 
‘vas equipped with elevators, gymnasiums, 
*wimming pools, or class distinctions save 


those existing between the captain and 
everybody else. Captains, to become and 
to remain captains, had to be hard-boiled. 
Thomas Stradling, unless gross injustice 
has been done him, was fully alive to his 
obligations. 

Probably in none of his voyages had 
Captain Stradling been cursed with such a 
mate as he drew on the Cinque Ports. The 
mate had temperament, but the captain had 
the rank, which counted for infinitely more 
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on the high seas. The mate—his name was 
Alexander Selkirk, born Selcraig, and he 
was a seventh son—was a young Scotsman 
who had raised a hullaballoo once or twice 
in church and had been requested to ap- 
pear before the elders in order that discip- 
linary action might be taken. Alexander 
had gone away from there. The elders 
thereupon doubtless shook their heads and 
conjectured that young Selkirk would 
come to no good end. The name of no 
one of the elders survives, but that of 
Selkirk has endured hardily for two hun- 
dred years and will outlast the English 
tongue, tho chiefly under an alias. His 
right to immortality there is none to dis- 
pute. 

Things came to a head between the cap- 
tain and the mate when they were ashore, 
which is unusual. Dispositions are sup- 
posed to become frazzled at sea and to 
mend immediately on land. The Cinque 
Ports had put in at the island of Juan 
Fernandez, off the coast of Chile. ‘The 
captain and the mate had a culminating 
row, and the mate expressed his perfect 
willingness to remain where he was rather 
than put up with the captain’s ironic hege- 
mony any longer. One is reminded of the 
mate on the whaler who, in a somewhat 
analogous situation, insisted that all he 
asked of his skipper was a civil answer to 
a civil question. 

Captain Stradling, presumably, was sup- 
posed to weep salt tears and pledge himself 
to a course of conduct similar to that sub- 
sequently pursued by Captain Corcoran of 
H. M. S. Pinafore. Instead he took the 
mate at his word. The Cingue Ports 
sailed away without Alexander Selkirk, 
who repented of the bargain as soon as it 
was made, and rushed into the shallow 
water as the vessel slowly pulled away, 
his hands extended, and his mouth incred- 
ibly full of humble pie. 

Four years and four months passed, and 
Alexander Selkirk was rescued. One may 
assume that he was courteous to the sal- 
vaging skipper. At any rate, he sailed with 
him for three years, greatly to his own 
profit. He returned to England late in 


1711 tolerably well off. All the bright 
young newspapermen interviewed him, none 
of them quite so bright as Dick Steele, un- 
less Daniel Defoe happened to have met

him, which is one of the debated busine 
of literary history. 


In 1703, a few months before embark. 
ing on his momentous voyage with Thomas 
Stradling, Alexander Selkirk may or may 
not have noticed an advertisement prayinz 
for the apprehension of “a middle-sized. 
spare man, about forty years old, of 4 
brown complexion, and dark browp- 
colored hair, but wears a wig; a hooked 
nose, a sharp chin, grey eyes, and a large 
mole near his mouth.” ‘The person sought 
was this same Defoe, christened Foe. but 
adding the “de” for appearance’s sake— 
irked, perhaps, by his father’s having been 
a butcher, Young De Foe, as he meant to 
have it spelled, had entertained for a time 
the idea of becoming a dissenting minister, 
but had gone: into hosiery instead. The 
venture was not profitable, nor were sev- 
eral other commercial attempts that fol- 
lowed it. About the year 1700, when he 
was in his fortieth year (not long before 
the advertisements appeared), he found 
himself. It had taken time to do it, but 
he had hit on his trade at last. He became 
a journalist, and English and American 
journalism has yet to produce his all-around 
peer. Reporter, editorial writer, feature 
writer, rewrite man—he was all of these, 
and let it not be forgotten that he was 
also the father of the fake story. He was 
superb as political reporter and propagan- 
dist, and he was such a master of irony 
that, as often in the case of master iron- 
ists, he was sometimes misunderstood. 
That was why, in 1703, his pamphlet, 
“The Shortest Way With the Dissenters’ 
resulted in the issuance of the description 
which has been detailed. He spent a little 
time in Newgate and knew the feel of the 
pillory against his wrists and neck, but 
Alexander Pope’s reference to his earless- 
ness was merely an instance of the wish 
fathering the thought. 

In 1719 Defoe was getting on toward 
sixty and had lived more than most men 
could have done in twice that time. Had 
he died then his passing would have won 
mild notice in London and none in his- 
tory, save in footnotes in abstruse histories 
of journalism. Had he died then, and had 
a list of his writings been inscribed on his 
tombstone, that tombstone must needs have 
been a prototype of the Washington Monu- 
ment. Some two hundred and fifty sepa

have read Crusoe Part I, and thousands 
Crusoe Part II,” declares Thomas Wright 
in his biography of Defoe, “only units have 
ever even heard of Part III.” 
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rate publications existed as part testimony 
‘o his industry. Half a dozen or so re- 
mained to be added, but they are the half 
djozen that the well-educated man of today 
knows about, and he may be tolerably edu- 
cated and know the name of only one. 
That knowledge he must share, however, 
with all other literate creatures. 

Defoe’s status at the time was an ap- 
proximation to retirement—as close an 
approximation to retirement as he ever 
reached. But his was a pen that never 
knew when it was time to retire. It must 
be busy with something, and something 
which proved that the hand that held it 
was close to the public pulse. Parliament 
was busy about pirates, the effect of the 
salutary but probably unjust execution of 
\Villiam Kidd eighteen years before hav- 
ing spent itself. Men’s eyes were turned 
to the sea just as they had been in the 
great days of Elizabeth and James and 
Charles. A sea story, a true sea story, 
would be read. Daniel Defoe wrote it. 

There is a story, quite unsupported by 
evidence, that he had considerable trouble 
disposing of the manuscript. But dispose 
ot it he did, and, by a happy coincidence, 
to William Taylor, “at the Ship in Pater- 
Noster-Row,” that narrow little alley out 
ot which many a frail literary craft has 
sailed to immortality. The title was regis- 
tered on April 23, 1719. The book was 
called “The Life and Strange Surprising 
Adventures of Robinson Crusoe, of York, 
Mariner.” It was “written by himself,” 
which establishes Defoe as one of the 
earliest “ghost” writers in the business. In 
three months it had run thru four editions. 
On the theory that nothing succeeds like 
success, Defoe hastened to write a second 
part, which appeared the following Aug- 
ist. Next year came Part III: “Serious 
Reflections during the Life and Surprising

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Crusoe offers one of the most complex 
problems in the whole domain of bibliog- 
raphy. A collection of the various issues 
cannot be attempted here. ‘The story is 
available in Henry Clinton Hutchins’s 
“Robinson Crusoe and Its Printing” (Co- 
lumbia University Press, 1925) a quarto 
volume of nearly two hundred pages de- 
voted in large measure to a meticulous com- 
parison of early issues and an enumeration 
of the differences that properly have so 
vast a significance to the bibliographer and 
the collector. 

The infrequency of the book’s appear- 
ance at auction makes the fixing of a con- 
temporary price for the first issue pure 
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guesswork; were a copy put up today the 
bidding would probablv start at a thoy. 
sand dollars and the hammer fall between 
five and ten thousand. “Robinson Cry. 
soe,” thus, is hardly in a class with “The 
Pilgrim’s Progress,” but only for the rea- 
son that it is not so scarce a book, which by 
no means must be interpreted as meaning 
that it is common. ; 


In one respect “Robinson Crusoe” enjoys 
a unique position in the annals of publish- 
ing. It was the first serial ever printed, 
tho serialization followed instead of pre- 
ceded book publication. Not quite six 
months after the appearance of the book 
the story began to run in “The Original 
London Post, or Heathcot’s Intelligence: 
Being a Collection of the Freshest Advices 
Foreign and Domestick.” Until early this 
year only two sets of the numbers of this 
periodical containing the serial were 
known; then, in March, a collection of 
Defoe and Defoeana which included a third 
set of “‘Heathcot’s Intelligence” was sold 
at Sotheby’s. The New York Times for 
March 28th carried a special dispatch 
about the sale wherein the correspondent 
described the previously known copies as 
embracing an imperfect set in the British 
Museum and “one in the library at New- 
ton, Philadelphia.” A. Edward Newton, 
obviously, has become apart of all that he 
has met. 

“The idea that ‘Robinson Crusoe’ was 
‘a boy’s book’ would have filled Defoe with 
amazement,” Mr. Newton declares. It is, 
of course, one of those books which “every- 
body has read” and which, in real fact, 
very few persons have read. “Everybody” 
has read it in one of the hundreds of 
abridgments which have appeared in the 
last two centuries, just as everybody 1 
familiar with the illustrations of a book 
that few noted artists have neglected to 
illustrate in the same interval. It 1s 
interesting to know that the earliest 
abridgment appeared as early as 1722. 

Pirated issues, of course, came much 
earlier than that. ‘They began to appear 
almost before the ink on the sheets of the 
legitimate first edition was dry. The early 
ones are of considerable bibliographic 1m- 
portance, particularly the famous “O” edi- 
tion, so called because it spelled its heros 
name “Cruso.” It did better than that, 
in fact, by assigning him the given name 
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of “Robeson.” A long debate raged with 
one side attempting to prove that the “O” 
edition was the actual princeps, but it was 
2 losing struggle. Mr. Hutchins discusses 
the puzzle at length, and the evidence as 
he presents it makes it clear that the 
original Taylor edition antedates all others. 
The “O” edition was merely a practical 
expression of the envy felt by “the men of 
trade at their having no share in it.” 

Considerable argument has also been de- 
voted to the problem of the precise loca- 
tion of Crusoe’s island. It existed, of 
course, only in the mind of Defoe, and far 
less clearly, as a definite spot on the map, 
than the villages in Thomas Hardy’s Wes- 
sex. The sole certainty in the matter is 
that the real Selkirk spent his real exile 
on the real island of Juan Fernandez. 
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No evidence exists to provide an answer 
to a question that must occur to every 
student of “Robinson Crusoe”: Did Sel- 
kirk himself ever read or know about the 
book ? He survived until two years after 
its appearance, probably spending most of 
the interval at sea. It seems entirely likely 
that he knew of the book’s existence, but 
one can only conjecture his mental reaction 
to that knowledge. Was he pleased, flat- 
tered, indignant? Did he attempt to 
capitalize the fame that could have accrued 
to him living, or did anyone attempt to 
capitalize it for him? Had a Barnum or 
a C. C. Pyle been alive something would 
certainly have been done about it. And so 
Selkirk’s fame passed on for the sole bene- 
fit of posterity, due to the impetus given it 
by a supreme press agent.

Builder of Libraries, Friend of Collectors

HE finest examples of the work of 
the early printers have never been 

_ surpassed, nor has the advice of 
Naudé concerning the erection of a library 
ever been improved upon. It is as sound 
and appropriate today, even under changed 
conditions, as if written by our own un- 
questioned authority, Wilberforce Eames. 

_Naudé told, in his “Avis Pour Dresser 
Une Bibliothéque,” printed at Paris in 
1627, how he considered it necessary to be 
well instructed oneself, concerning the 
order and the method to observe to accom- 
plish the end. This to be effected, first by 
taking “Counsel and advice of such as are 
able to give it” and finally “Because it is 
altogether impossible, that we should by 
our own industry, learn, and know the 
qualities of so vast a number of books as 
it Is requisite to have,—it is not without 
reason that we follow the judgment of the 
most intelligent and best versed in this par- 
ticular.” 

_ Even as in Paris in 1627, today in New 
} ore we have the learned bookseller, coun- 
sclor and friend to collectors, consultant 
in the formation of great collections of 


books assembled: not alone for private 
gratification but for the diffusion of knowl- 
edge and the benefit of mankind. In the 
shadow of our own great Library, as the 
British Museum in London, are the places 
of business of some of those who deal in 
books. 

Such an office is that of Lathrop C. 
Harper where men come for advice, inspira- 
tion, help and delightful companionship. 
Instantly one feels the atmosphere of repose 
and beauty created without aftectation or 
garnishings of antiquity. The contrast 
from the brilliant panorama of The Avenue 
to these book-lined quiet rooms is magical. 

Books and gold have been synonymous 
since speculation and chance invaded the 
market at the time of the Hoe Sale which 
marks the great divide in the rare book 
world of America between the old and the 
new—new collectors, dealers, methods and 
prices. 

Thus it is more necessary than ever be- 
fore to trade with those who know true 
values and whose experience, knowledge, 
judgment and integrity are unquestioned. 
Such is the reputation of Lathrop C. Har- 
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per, adviser and friend of collectors, whose 
advice is sought and appreciated. He and 
his brother, Francis P. Harper, began their 
business forty-five years ago at 4 Barclay 
Street under the old Astor House. It is 
remembered that it 
1883 that Francis 
Harper was show- 
ing a keen interest 
in books, especially 
Americana, and 
frequently visited 
Charles L. Wood- 
ward’s bookstore 
and spoke of his 
plans to go into the 
book business. 

The brothers are 
of New York, by 
birth and _ family, 
and altho their 
branch was con- 
cerned with the im- 
portation of tea, 
these two seem to 
have had at an early 
age the bookish 
tastes of their con- 
nections of the pub- 
lishing house of the 
same name. As was 
to be expected, the 
new firm prospered 
and began the series 
of excellent publica- 
tions relating to the 
West which, edited 
by authorities on 
the various subjects, became the standard 
editions of those which were _ re-issues. 
These included the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition, Pike’s Expedition, the works 
of Father De Smet, western travels edited 
by Elliott Coues, and others. The Harpers 
issued important catalogs of Americana, 
including the first on the Civil War, and 
histories of the regiments, all important. 

From the first they were interested in 
discussing books, catalogs, collecting, and 
thus their knowledge grew with their 
business. They moved from Barclay 
Street to 17 East Sixteenth Street, then to 
14 West Twenty-Second and still with the 
northward trend to Thirty-Ninth and 
the Avenue—and then to the present ad- 
dress on Fortieth Street.

Lathrop Colgate Harper 
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Francis P. Harper withdrew from the 
business in 1910. Two years later anothe, 
partner came into the firm. Not an active 
one in the business, yet hardly to be called 
silent when one considers Mrs. Harper's 
popular stories published under the pseu- 
donym of Mabel 
Herbert Urner. A 
collector, too, but of 
needlework  unsur- 
passed of its kind. 
As the examples of 
rare needlework on 
the walls harmonize 
with the mellow 
bindings of the 
books, so by their 
tastes and recrea- 
tions do these com- 
panions complement 
each other. 

While it is true 
that Lathrop Har- 
per’s first book in- 
terest was undoubt- 
edly Americana, it 
is also to be remem- 
bered that he is now 
probably one of the 
most extensive deal- 
ers in fifteenth cen- 
tury books in the 
world. This class, 
of growing interest 
to collectors and li- 
braries, was until 
comparatively re- 
cently neglected in 
this country unless possessing American 
references. Mr. Harper’s recently issued 
catalog, “A Selection of Incunabula,” illus- 
trates the interests covered by these fifteenth 
century books. The present distinguished li- 
brarian of the John Carter Brown Library, 
Lawrence C. Wroth, says: ““The distinctive 
thing about Mr. Harper’s collection of 
incunabula, ‘fifteeners’ or ‘cradle books, 
call them anything you will except ‘inkies, 
is that it is truly a collection rather than 
a group of haphazard gatherings. Mr. 
Harper is a bookseller who collects not for 
himself, indeed, but for his patrons. He 
buys nothing that he would not care to 
own himself; a book must interest him or 
he passes it by. And so... each of them 
has something about it that has caught his 
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‘aterest condition, unusual contents, a 
little-known press or an interesting binding 
or association . . . It is a matter for con- 
sratulation that American bookmen should 
have a bookseller among them capable of 
bringing together a collection of incuna- 
hula of the quality and diversity of interest 
displayed in the catalog now presented to 
their attention. 

The Catalog cannot be passed without 
reference to its unusually fine form. Sel- 
dom are descriptions so dispassionately 
viven, facts so concisely and systematically 
orouped, and the whole so arranged and 
printed that each item stands clearly forth. 

Early English books and manuscripts, 
and books worthy of special attention all 
attract Mr. Harper’s attention. In addi- 
tion, few libraries have such a working 
collection of selected bibliographies and 
books about books. An extensive acquaint- 
ance with bookish people here and abroad 
enables him to be thoroly posted on such 
publications. Indeed, one frequently sees 
here, first in this country, the very latest 
publications relating to books. 

From Barclay Street days, northward, 
thru the passing years, have come to the 
Harper offices the noted collectors of each 
decade; men whose names are associated 
with the finest ideals of book collecting, 
trom small select collections for themselves 
to those who have been gathering books 
with the definite purpose of founding great 
ibraries. It is in this latter field that Mr. 
Harper stands second only to Henry 
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Stevens of Vermont who played such an 
important part in the formation of the 
John Carter Brown Library at Providence, 
and of the Lenox Library, now part of the 
New York Public Library. 

Two notable achievements stand out. 
The Chapin Library, a gift to his Alma 
Mater, Williams College, by Alfred C. 
Chapin, Esq., of New York, and the Wil- 
liam L. Clements Library to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, at Ann Arbor. To the 
vision, ability and generosity of these men 
was added the expert professional advice, 
experience and understanding of Lathrop 
C. Harper. 

There is little general knowledge of the 
many who are forming valuable collections 
of books and manuscripts in this country. 
It must not be thought that Mr. Harper 
deals only on the grand scale. It is as 
possible to get a comparatively inexpensive 
item from him as any less famous dealer. 
The difference lies in the fact that he offers 
no created or imagined valuations. 

Sometimes a beginner plunges alone, on 
his own judgment, buying his books “‘with- 
out paying the prices of those New York 
dealers.” Sometimes such books are with- 
out title-pages, or end leaves, with half 
of a map, or with a plate missing, with 
facsimile leaves carefully inserted, or if 
not a whole leaf, a part. Then when the 
day comes for the sale of such a collection 
there are few bidders, and low prices. 
Such collectors, it may be assumed, have 
not followed the advice of Naudé.

The title of this extraordinary catalog 
is: “A Selection of Books, Manuscripts, 
Engravings and Autograph Letters, Re- 
markable for their Interest and Rarity, 
being the Five Hundredth Catalog issued 
by Maggs Bros., Booksellers by Appoint- 
ment to His Majesty, King George V. 
The frontispiece is a facsimile of a page 
from an illuminated manuscript Book of 
Hours once owned by Marguerite de Beau- 
jeu, third wife of James of Savoy. The 
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title-page is followed by “Indices” which 
include, (1) Authors and Titles, and (2) 
Subject Index. ‘The subject index com- 
prises 46 entries, which indicates the wide 
range of selection covered. ‘The earliest 
is Matthias de Cracovia’s ‘“Tractatus,” 
printed in black letter, 4to, by Johann 
Gutenberg at Mayence, £1,250. The most 
recent, Maurice de Guerin’s *“The Cen- 
taur,’ translated from the French by 
George B. Ives, and printed under the di- 
rection of Bruce Rogers in 1915, £125. 
The star lot in value is a Ronsard Col- 
lection, 1547-1630, a unique collection of 
early editions of Ronsard containing in all 
95 different items, being founded on the 
famous Prosper Blanchemain collection. 
According to Seymour de Ricci, who pub- 
lished a descriptive volume of this collec- 
tion, the Bibliotheque Nationale owns some 
seventy different Ronsards printed before 
1630. This collection contains no less 
than 76 early Ronsards, not to mention 
four or five duplicates. If Ronsard’s first 
productions prior to 1554 are considered, 
this collection contains nine against four in 
the Bibliotheque Nationale. The next 


collection as regards size is in the British 


Museum, with some twenty-five items. 
Blanchemain had the good fortune to add 
to his Ronsardiana one of the two or three 
Ronsard letters still in private hands, and 
one of the four existing volumes with Ron- 
sard’s signature and annotations. Both 
items are in this collection which altogether 
is valued at £10,000. 

Next in value is an autograph manu- 
script of Lope Felix de Vega Carpio, with 
his signature, consisting of nine ballads, 
thirty-six sonnets, two preliminary plans 
of comedies, seven songs, forty-two lyrics, 
elegies and other poetical compositions, and 
four prose pieces, altogether 330 pages, 
bound in a Spanish romantic binding of 
crimson morocco, and preserved in a mor- 
rocco case by Sangorski and Sutcliffe. This 
unique item by the “Spanish Shakespeare” 
is valued at £5,000. Several other extraor- 
dinary items include “Nunez’s “Tratado 
da Sphera,” 1537, the work of the greatest 
Portuguese geographer of his time, one of 
the rarest and most desirable items cf 
Americana, £3,300; Marguerite de Beau- 
jeau’s “‘Les Heures,” a manuscript on vel- 
lum, executed in France, probably at St. 
Omar, in the beginning of the fourteenth 
century, famous for its beauty, £3,000; 
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Cervantes’s “Don Quixote,” including 
both parts, 1605-1615, the extremely rare 
first edition and first issue of each part, 
in a seventeenth century binding, £3,800: 
and Giovanni Martines’s “Portulan Atlas ” 
folio, Messina, 1572, a remarkable work by 
the greatest Italian Cartographer of the 
period, this particular atlas containing the 
charts relating to America which seldom 
occur in other existing copies, £2,500, 

There are 31 incunabula, one of which 
is Caxton’s “Myrrour of the World.” 
1482, the second of the two editions from 
this press, £950. Of the foreign books 
printed before 1500 is Aesop’s “Vita et 
Fabuale,” 1490, first edition of Aesop 
printed in Basel, Switzerland, £750;

This splendid catalog should give great 
satisfaction to Maggs Bros. and will add 
prestige to this famous house. This vol- 
ume costs too much to admit of an edition 
of much size. Its distribution necessarily 
has been made with great care. Those for- 
tunate enough to get a copy will treasure 
it and remember Maggs Bros. with grati- 
tude, and it will long remain as a landmark 
among booksellers’ catalogs. 
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The Earliest 
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Biography of 


Abraham Lincoln 


The Question of What Biography of Lincoln Was First Is a 
Disputed One 


Morris H. Briggs 
Author of “Buying and Selling Rare Books’ 


O date little extended research has 
been devoted to the question, “which 
is the earliest biography of Lincoln?” 

Both Major William Harrison Lambert, 

the great Lincoln collector, and Daniel 

Fish, compiler of the first numbered Lin- 

coln bibliography, attempted to solve the 
problem but were misled by paying undue 
attention to the dates on which the copy- 
rights of Lincoln biographies were entered 
at Washington. ‘These have been found 
to be considerably later than the actual 
dates of publication. 

On Friday, May 18, 1860, Lincoln was 
nominated for the presidency at Chicago 
and became immediately a national figure. 
lhe race for prior publication of his biog- 
raphy began at once. May 19th, saw the 
announcement in the New York Daily 
T ribune of no less than five Lincoln biog- 
raphies for speedy publication by H. Day- 
ton, Rudd and Carleton, Derby and Jack- 
son, W. A. Townsend and Co. of New 
York City and Follett, Foster and Co. of 
Columbus, O., May 24th, added the names 
ot Thayer and Eldridge of Boston and 
Moore, Wilstach, Keys and Co. of Cincin- 
nati to the field. 

In all probability Rudd and Carleton is- 
sued the first published Lincoln life as the 
tollowing advertisement appeared in the 
l'ribune on May 26th: 

“Order the ‘Wigwam Edition’ of 
the Lives of Lincoln and Hamlin. 
News agents supplied by Ross & 
lousey, New York.” 

Thayer and Eldridge were a close sec- 
ond as their Lincoln biography was an- 
ounced in the Tribune of May 28th. It 
Par. that both were actually pub- 
ished on Friday, May 27th. The first 





Lincoln biographies were slender volumes 
of 117 and 128 pages, issued in pictorial 
paper covers and of anonymous authorship. 
A similar volume edited by Reuben Vose 
was announced May 26th for publication 
on May 3oth. 

The remaining Lincoln biographies an- 
nounced for publication before May 30th: 
by W. A. Townsend and Co., New York 
and Follett, Foster and Co., Columbus 
(author, W. D. Howells and Hayes) ; by

Just why 
Derby and Jackson and H. Dayton were 
rival publishers of the same book is an un- 
solved mystery.

Current Rare Book Notes 
Frederick M. Hopkins 


NOTHER field of activity, which 
throws light upon Herschel V. 
Jones’s industry as a collector, comes 

to light in a gift to the Minneapolis In- 
stitute of Fine Arts. It is composed of 
5,852 separate items, representing the his- 
tory of the graphic arts, “constituting not 
only the largest single donation of works 
of art ever made to the institute,” says 
Russell A. Plimpton, director, “but it is 
probably the greatest ever made in this 
field to any American museum.” ‘The col- 
lection will be officially known as “The 
Herschel V. Jones Gift of Prints,’ and 
includes the work of 674 artists, some of 
them represented by almost their entire 
known works. ‘There are, for instance, 
199 engravings and woodcuts by Diirer, 


108 etchings by Whistler, 38 by Meryon, 
245 by Seymour Haden, 122 prints by 
Turner, 157 by Millet, 242 by Jacque, 130 
by Nanteuil, 145 by Lepere and 129 by 
Legros. Mr. Jones acquired the bulk ot 
these prints in 1916 when he purchased the 
collection of William H. Ladd, of Port- 
land, Oregon, and presented it anony- 
mously to the institute. The remainder 
has been added in eight different groups 1" 
the last nine years, altho not until now has 
the donor been known. When the Ladd 
collection was acquired $225,000 was paid 
for it, and it is estimated that the collec- 
tion is now worth $700,000. Even this 
price may not take into full account the 
rapid advance in value of some of the finet 
and rarer prints of the more famous artists.

cal autograph letters comes from Beth- 
lehem, Pa. Original letters of the founders 
of the nation have been discovered among 
the historical documents at the two century- 
old Moravian Seminary and College for 
Women, among the old records kept by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Meyers, historian of the 
school, It is said that the letters bear 
evidence that relatives or friends of 
W ashington, Jefferson, General Nathaniel 
Greene, and Colonel Ethan Allen received 


their education in the Moravian institu- 
tion. The most recent of these letters, 
Durled over a century in its archives, is one 


trom Thomas Jefferson, written while he 
was president, to the Rev. Andrew Benade, 
Principal of the seminary at that time. The 
letter assumes the obligations of a student 
Whose tather had met with reverses.

(London, 1925) Geoffrey H. Wells 
lists (No. 2 of the Addenda) a pamphlet 
of “about twenty pages” called “Ireland: 
Recruiting and the War.” He describes 
it as “incorporating a letter, or two letters, 
written to Arthur Yuil, who was conduct- 
ing recruiting operations in Dublin for the 
British Army. Printed in Dublin in 1918, 
it was about to be published there by 
Maunsel & Roberts when the Armistice 
came, and the issue was suspended in con- 
sequence. “There was no authorized pub- 
lication in 1919 or at any other time, says 
Mr. Shaw; but a few of the completed 
copies seem to have got into circulation, 
and some four or five at any rate are be- 
lieved to exist in private hands. ‘The 
present writer has not encountered one.” 

A description of this authentic and in- 
teresting Shaw item, which has all the 
glamor of “suppression” about it is now 
available thru the courtesy of Edgar H. 
Wells & Co. of New York, who have 
located a copy—not, it should be added, 
the first to make its appearance in America. 
It is a twelvemo pamphlet in gray wrap- 
pers, containing 36 pages. The title-page 
reads: “War Issues for Irishmen: An Open 


Letter to Col. Arthur Lynch from Bernard 
Shaw, Maunsel & Company Limited, Dub- 
lin and London, 1918.” The wording of 
the cover is almost identical. Pages five 
to eight are occupied by “A Word Going 
to Press” signed “G. B. S.” and dated 
November 10, 1918. The letter to Colonel 
Lynch, dated September, 1918, extends 
from page 9 to page 36. 


CATALOG No. 23, issued by the Wells 

shop last winter, contained three pages 
of informative “Notes Toward a Bibliog- 
raphy of the Writings of H. M. Tomlin- 
son.” “Let us admit at once,” the com- 
piler of this check-list declared, “that we 
are guilty of one important omission. In 
January, 1923, Mr. Tomlinson wrote a 
short tribute to the work of Katherine 
Mansfield who had died on the ninth of 
that month. It was first published, we be- 
lieve, in the Nation and Athenaeum an 
shortly afterward privately printed for a 
gentleman in Toronto, presumably for dis- 
tribution to a few friends. Unfortunately 


we have not been able so far to lay our 
hands on a copy of this edition: all we can 
do is to state the fact that it exists and to 
apologize for its omission.”

UNEASY (if at all) rests the hand that 

writes a popular song. Friends and 
fellow citizens are continually requesting 
the owner of the hand to let them have 
transcriptions of it. Manuscripts of three 
old favorites are offered in the June cata- 
log issued by Thomas F. Madigan, 48 
West 49th Street, New York. A complete 
transcript of Eben E. Rexford’s “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold”—four stanzas 
and chorus—is available for $35, and the 
same price is asked for a copy of one stanza 
and chorus of “Tenting on the Old Camp 
Ground,” made by the author, Walter 
Kittredge. An item of rare desirability is 
a complete autograph manuscript signed, 
words and music, five stanzas complete, of 
“I Wish I was in Dixie’s Land,” by Daniel 
D. Emmett. This is priced at $500. 

It is worth noting that the title of the 
song as written by Emmett himself is as 
above. It is also interesting to record that 
the chorus opens: “I wish I was in Dixie, 
Hooray! Hooray!”—not “I do! I do!” or 
any other of the various interjectory 
phrases that have crept in during the 
seventy years that have passed since the 
song’s composition. ‘The manuscript con- 
tains this added note in Emmett’s hand: 
“Dixie's Land was composed for the fam- 
ous Bryant’s Minstrels of New York in 
the Spring of 1859 and, thru their effective 
rendition, it became immensely popular 
and was ultimately chosen as the Southern

national air. 


HE imminence of a Presidential elec- 
tion with its inevitable flood of cam- 
paign literature must have been in the 
mind of the cataloger who listed the auto- 
graph collection of David M. Newbold ot 
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Philadelphia for auction by Stan V. Hen- 
kels of that city a few weeks ago. Wit- 
ness this entry: “HowerLis, WILLIAM 
D. Author of the Life of Lincoln, and 
many other works of fiction.” ‘This is 
perhaps not so distressing as W. Somerset 
Maugham’s reference to the same author 
in “Ashenden, or The British Agent” as 
W. J. Howells. 

Booksellers’ and auction house catalogs 
without errors are, perhaps, no commoner 
than any other printed matter without 
errors, but there are certain mistakes that 
one can almost count on finding. Not once 
in a dozen tries are such entries as Daisy 
Ashford’s “The Young Visiters,’ Jane 
Austen’s “Love and Freindship” and James 
Whitcomb Riley’s “Neghborly Poems” 
cataloged in the correctly incorrect forms. 


A> one of an interesting group of Ameri- 

can periodicals, the Dauber & Pine 
Bookshops, Inc., 66 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, offer at $32.50 a complete file of 
“The Sibyl: A Review of Tastes, Errors, 
and Fashions of Society’ (Middletown, 
N. Y., 1856-1864). This publication, 
edited by Dr. Lydia Sayer Hasbrouck, was 
the official journal of the National Dress 
Reform Association, and almost managed 
to survive the Civil War. The catalog 
(No. 23) describes this as “probably the 
only complete file.” Charles Scribner’s 
Sons Catalog 86 lists at $3,000 a complete 
file, in fifteen volumes, of “The American 
Turf Register and Sporting Magazine” 
(Baltimore, 1829-30) which is character- 
ized as “without doubt the finest copy ever 
offered for sale.” 


RECENT high prices brought by George 

Gissing’s first book, “Workers in the 
Dawn” (London, 1880)—some $1,500, as 
against $210 in the Quinn sale four years 
ago—recalls the fact that the book exists 


only as a first edition. The same is true 
of “Isabel Clarendon” (London, 1886). 
Gissing himself, were he alive, might find 
in the fact matter for a sardonic chuckle.
